REMARKS 

This is supplemental to the Amendment filed January 10, 2007. 

Amendment summary 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 1-2, 5-7, and 9-18 will be pending. 

Claims 1 1-18 are added. Claim 1 1 includes the subject matter of Claim 8, as Claim 8 
existed following the Amendment of December 7, 2005. When examining those claims, the 
Examiner indicated that Claim 8 was allowed (along with Claim 9, which depended from Claim 
8). Therefore, Applicants have rewritten the subject matter of Claim 8 as it existed following the 
Amendment of December 7, 2005 into independent form, as Claim 11. 

Claims 12-18 depend from Claim 1 1 and should be allowed for at least the same reasons 
that Claim 1 1 is allowed. 

Applicants note that the subject matter of Claims 12-18 correspond to the subject matter 
of Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 9, and 10, as those claims existed following the Amendment of December 
7, 2005. 

No new matter is added by this Amendment, and Applicants respectfully submit that 
entry of this Amendment is proper. 
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Status of the claims 



The Office Action rejected claims 1, 2, 5-7, and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
being unpatentable over Wakisaka et al. in view of Kinoshita et al. and Lee et al. Claims 8 and 9 
were allowed. Applicants responded in the Amendment filed January 10, 2007. 

Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this § 103(a) rejection of Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 
and 10, and consideration of the new claims presented herein.
